Willinm White, of Henrieo county, V., one of
the prisoners at the Dry Tortuges, who was
recently pardoned, has arrived at Memphis, He
is quite & youth, and has been confined on the
fsland about two years, under conviction of
being u spy during the war, The Memphis
Appeal spye:—

r. White was, for a tima, a room-mate of Dr,
Mudd, who was sentenced to hard lsbor for life
in the Dry Tortugas, for alleged alding in Wilkes
Booth's escape alter the murder of Mr. Lincoln.
Tho Doctor's hewlth is rapidly falling, and Mr,
White believes he will not live through the sum-
mer, Spangler and Arnold are quite well, and
even their confinement does not seem very seri-
ouely to affect thelr general plhiysical or mental
well,being, The State prisoners are compellad
to rise at b o'clock A, M.; after break(sationg at 7,
go out to work, and are employed in cutting an
carrylog stone to build the fort until 12 o'clock,
when one hour's intermission 8 allowed, the
work being resomed avl P. M. and continued
until 6 o'clock, On rainy days po work is
required, The same ration issued to the
United States soldiers is distriboted to the pri-
soners, and thourh coarse, Is abiundant sod
wholesome in quabity. Ho représénts the island
a8 sterile and depreasing o appsrance, but as
ecooled by refreshing sen breezes, and the con-
denged water used i8 palatable and healthy.
He further enys a mwarked lmprovement fn
the treatment of the prisoners has begen insth
tuted by the ofticers and soldiers of the
17th United States Regular Iofuniry, who re
lleved the former garrison ol negrp soldiers,
When the news of the fall of Richmond srrived,
an i#sue of whisky to “all bands” was made in
honor of the event, and the prisoners were libes
rally tncluded, but thovgh many of them had
been for & long time deprived of thejuxury,
five of the sumber, including Mr. W, ‘refused
